Loss Not Nrar as Groat as Was at 


First Reported, 


NOT EXCEED $50,000 


The Totnl Area Burned I’ Only About 


One Acre mid I 
Only IRO 
Producing B elli and a lank 


No Lives Were Lij't. 


Beaumont. Tex., Sept. II.—The re­ 
ports as to the loss to oil wells on 
Spindletop sent out Friday were great­ 
ly exaggerted. 
Only about an ai re of 
ground on Spindletop was swept over 
by a fire. and two flowing oil wells 
and several other wells leaking ga^ 
are now burning. 
One of the wells Is 
spouting a stream of burning oil sixty 
to seventy-five feet In the air, while 
the other Is turned toward the ground, 
where a pool of burning oil Is con­ 
stantly supplied as fast and faster than 
It Is burned. 
The total loss of property actually 
destroyed, not counting oil and losses 
on contracts, etc., will be less thaa 
$50,000. There were no casualties w hat­ 
ever. other than a slight burn 
sus­ 
tained by the man who Is responsible 
for the fire. 
The actual loss of prop- > 
erty consists of pumping rigs, derricks, 
pipes, engines, tools, In fact, just such 
property as Is attached to a pumping 
oil well, including tanka. With the ex­ 
ception of a regulation 35.700-barrel 
steel tank belonging to the Higgins Oil 
and Fuel company, which Is located 
about 300 yards from the scene of the 
fire, the conflagration was confined to ;

Beaumont. Ten,, Sept. II.- The re­ 
ports as to the loss to oil wells on 
Spindletop sent out Friday were great­ 
ly exaggerted. 
Only about an a< re of 
ground on Spindletop was swept over 
by a fire, and two flowing oil wells 
and several other wells leaking ga** 
are now burning. 
One of the wells is 
spouting a stream of burning oil sixty 
to seventy-five feet in the air. while 
the other is turned toward the ground, 
where a pool of burning oil Is con­ 
stantly supplied as fast and faster than 
It is burned. 
The tetal loss of property actually 
destroyed, not counting oil and losses 
on contracts, etc., will be less thaB 
$50,000. There were no casualties what­ 
ever. other than a slight burn 
sus­ 
tained by the man who Is responsible 
for the fire. 
The actual loss of prop­ 
erty consists of pumping rigs, derricks, 
pipes, engines, tools, In fact. Just suck 
property as Is attached to a pumping 
oil well, including tanks. W ith the ex­ 
ception of a regulation S5,700-barrel 
steel tank belonging to the Higgins OII 
and Fuel company, which Is located 
about 300 yards from the scene of the 
fire, the conflagration was confined to 
the one spot, which covers about an 
acre of territory. 
The scene Is a blackened space, with 
here and there a pipe extending out 
of the ground three or four feet, which 
Indicates th* location of a well. 
The range of the fire extended about 
300 feet along Spindletop avenue and 
about the same distance along Sour 
Lake avenue. 
No further damage Is expected.
